Docimient 1 describes a biological information trend display device and its method in which 
multiple biological information items are obtained, a judgment is made concerning whether the 
obtained biological information is abnormal, each of the multiple biological information items is 
displayed on a. line graph as a time-course trend, and the parts of the line graph of biological 
infonnation that are judged to be abnormal are displayed in a different color. The inventions of claims 
1, 3, 1 1, 12, 14, and 21 are includes as a part of the device and method described in document 1. 

In addition^ because the computer control of various types of devices is widely known, it is 
obvious to persons skilled in the art to constitute inventions as set forth in claims 2, 1 8, and 19. 

•Claims 4, 7, 10, 13, and 15 

Document 2 describes a display in which a correspondence is made between the trend data and 
data related to its collection soTirce. Document 3 describes the display of a trend graph of ST levels. 
Document 4 describes a display in which a correspondence is made between the color of the trend data 
and the color of the data related to its collection source. Therefore, it is obvious to persons skilled in 
the art to utilize these techniques and constitute inventions as set forth in claims 4, 7, 10, 13 and IS. 

•Claims 5, 6, 8 and 9 

None of docxmients 1-5 describes the following items, and said items are not obvioxis to 
persons skilled in the art: displaying data related to the collection source of biological information 
when the biological information is judged to be abnormal while not displaying data related to the 
collection source when the biological information is judged to be not abnomial (claim 5); when 
biological information goes above a specified level, displaying data related to the collection soiurce 
at the top of the time-course trend and when biological information goes below a specified level, 
displaying <bta related to the collection source at the bottom of the time-course trend (claim 6); 
displaying the data related to the collection source of biological information such that instances in 
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Supplemental Box
